Sermons by Sigler, Davis, and Mac- 


Dannald Sunday. 


The visiting eldera of the General 


Eldership filled the different pulpits 
of the city on Sunday as was pub- 
lished. The attendance generally was 
good and there have been many favor- 
able comments on the sermons. At 
the 
Church of 
God the morning 


sermon was delivered 
by Dr. G. 


Sigler of East Pennsylvania, who said 
in part: 
j 


"From the standpoint of the depth 


of sin we had reached and considering 
the great salvation He brought, it is 
wonderful. If yon were in the east 
with me and we were to go ont on 
the mountain top iu the early morn- 
ing and look ont and see mountain 
tops rising here and there until it 
seemingly touches the heavens, you 
would at once exclaim, ' How wonder- 
ful. ' If you go ont in tho night and 
turn the eyes heavenward and behold 
the starry skies with the light scat- 
tered here and there, will will exclaim, 
'The firmament showeth hia handi- 
work. ' How Iwondorful 1 But with 
all the wonderful things of nature and 
after we have gazed upon them in 
admiration and turn to Christ we 
must exclaim, 'How wonderful, won- 
derful 1' In examining Christ we find 
he was wonderful in iiis person. He 
had the human nature shown by his 
becoming hungry and in need of rest 
See how the divine is brought ont in 
his power over storms, sickness, spirits 
and death. We need not wait until 
death shall come to know of victory 
over death. 
But now we exclaim, 


•Oh, 
death, where is thy sting, oh, 


grave, where is thy victory. Thanks 
be to God, who giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ 
What 


a wonderful Savior. 


When we see the boundless tender- 


ness of his character we must exclaim, 
what n wonderful character our dear 
Savior had. No mission was of more 
importance and greater than that of 
our Savior. A few months^ago a body 
of men were sent from ont govern- 
ment to Paris to adjust the differences 
between ni and Spain. At the present 
time a commission is sitting, called 
from all parts by the czar of Russia. 
Both these commissions have a won- 
derful mission, transacting busines» 
bearing upon the nations. The mis- 
sion of our Savior had to do not only 
with nations but with all nations, 
earth, heaven and helL ' What a won- 
derful mission.' How wonderful the 
teachings of Christ He came to teaoh 
us the love of God. God so loved. 
Oh, that I could emphasise that word 
so. He taught the truth of sacrifice, 
ho taught the truth of regeneration, 


of resurrection. 


During the teaching of all these things 
and since he has been accompanied by 
wonderful moral power. Being thus 
fraught with this power He has be- 
come the power of God unto salvation 
to all that believe, causing to rise from 
the lowest depths of' sin unto wonder- 
ful joy and peace and glory." 


EVENING ADDRESSES. 


The address at the Church of God 


was made by Elder G. W. Davis of 
the West Pennsylvania Eldership, who 
took for his text Job 3, 8-81, aud Acts 
i-a 


Rev. 
Mr. Davis is a young man of 


excellent powers of usefulness. 
He is 


now at the 'bead of the Barkeyville 
academy. In his sermon he showed 
the difference between the influences 
exercised by talent, money and position 
in society and the power of the Holy 
Spirit. He clearly showed that while 
talent, money and social standing ore 
desirable they cannot iu the nature of 
things accomplish 
the 
ends con- 


templated by Christ apart from the 
power of the Holy Spirit 
Churches 


make a great mistake when they resort 
to suppers, festivals and other worldly 
things to reach the world. That it is 
the power of the Holy Spirit that is 
the great need of the churches. The 
sermon was full of the most cogent 
and useful thoughts. 


An eloquent sermon was delivered 


at the Edward Street Christian church 
on Sunday evening by Elder I. A. 
MaoDanuald of Washington Borough, 
Pa. Mr. Mao Dannald took for his 
text Hebrews 2-9. His theme was 
• 'The Coronation of Jesus. " He said 
in substance: 


"This is the event of history and is 


to be the grandest event in the history 
of the church triumphant 
The very 


mention of the coronation of Christ 
suggests the time when Christ was 
not crowned save with the scoffings 
and jeers of the world. What a con- 
trast between the last night of Christ 
on earth and the reception of Jesus 
by the Father. The world crowned 
him in mockery but God crowned him 
with glory. Christ was sovereign in 
his commands on earth, sea and the 
dead, and nature obeyed his com 
mands. Everything but the hard heart 
of man give homage to the dying son 
of God. Christ was crowned in the 
resurrection. 
He rose as no other 


arose, never to go back to the old life. 
Ho helps us by his example, tells us 
that death does not end all and that 
our dead are still our own. He is 
crowned by the missionary work of 
the church. What God has accom- 
plished with a church only partially 
awakened is only a prophecy of what 
he will yet do. Christ is crowned by 
the faithful individual life of be- 
lievers. Jeans is yet to be crowned in 
spite of all the opposition of the 
world. It is coming to the relief ol 
the church and will be indescribable. 
The Roman triumphs are but a faiui 
illustration of the coming glory ol 
Jesus.

Information Conies 
from Berlin. 


BERLIN, June 5.—With all due 


•espeot for Secretary Hay's diplomatic 
enial that he had knowledge of the 
egotiations for the bale of Spain's 
ast Pacific possessions, the United 
tates was consulted regarding the 
ession of those islands to Germany. 
am able to state upon confidential, 
ut absolutely trustworthy, authority 
hat the American government was 
nformed by tlie German government 
ast September that such negotiations 
•ore in progress at Madrid, and that 
o important step has since been taken 
without the knowledge of the Wash- 
ngton authorities. 


The Cologne Gazette, which has uu- 
oubtedly close relations with the 
German foreign office, unconsciously 
Betrays the reason why the German 
overnment has BO studiously cnlti- 
ated the friendship of America dur- 
iig the last few mouths. It says that 
tie -announcement in the Cortes of the 
ale of the Pacific islands to Germany 
will undoubtedly please the patriots, 


ot only because the cession will bring 


under German control island groups 
where German interests already pre- 
lomiuate, but also because it will 
ound Germany's Pacific possessions 
and fill iu the connecting links of a 
bain from Kiau Ohon to Samoa. 
This occasion was taken for a re- 
minder on the part of the Krenz 
Zeitvmg thnt Samoa IB not yet a Ger- 
man colony. 


Difficult Negotiations. 


The real kernel of the Cologne 


Gazette's remarks is, however, not tha 
lohievement of the purchase, but is a 
discussion of the difficulties Foreign 
Secretary Von Bnelow had to over- 
come and the circumspection he had 
to exercise in order not to arouse the 
antagonism of other European powers. 
"Jot long since even America would 
have been loath to tolerate Germany 


a neighbor in the far east, and 


would undoubtedly have opposed the 
cession ot the Spanish islands to Ger- 
many with force if necessary. But a 
wise and patient policy succeeded in 
so far weakening American prejudices 
as to make sure that no objections 
from this source would be opposed, 
and it even elicited an expression of 
American satisfaction in having as 
her neighbor in the far Orient an 
enterprising and powerful nation. 


Had Secretary Von Baelow followed 


the advice of passionate zealots from 
the Agrarian and other camps and 
adopted a harsh policy toward America 
the task of securing the islands with- 
out an opposing national sentiment 
would certainly have been more dm- 
cult than it proved to be. 


There is something ominous in the 


way in which Samoa is mentioned in 
Berlin Tageblatt's leader, which says 
that from a mercantile point of view 
18,000,000 marks is a high price, but it 
is probable that political and strategic, 
rather than economic considerations, 
influenced Von Buelow in desiring the 
islands. The leader says the Caroline" 
and Mariannas afford a very desirable 
naval support to the German control 
of Kiau Ohon, New Guinea and the 
Marshall Islands, not to speak of 
their value in view of events which 
are impending in Samoa.

TRICK OF TICKET SELLERS 


How Clrou Patron* Somw«l»«» Ai* 


Che«t*d Oat of Their 


M«ner. 


" 'Short-changing1 
or 
'flim-flam- 


ming,' is practiced by an unscrupulous 
class of ticket seller*," said an old-time 
circus ticket seller, "the opportunities 
that the business offers being greater 
than that of any other I know of. 
Everything is bustle and confusion, a 
man loses his head, doesn't think to 
count bis change, and becomes an easy 
victim, when under ordinary circum- 
stances he'd detect the fraud. I'll at- 
tempt to describe to you one of tbs 
commonest tricks of 'flim-flamming' on 
an extensive sale: A man approaches 
the booth, hunta In his pocket for 
change, and finally pulls out a ten- 
dollar bill. Tbe ticket seller take* the 
preliminary performance in at a glance 
and knows to a dead moral certainty 
that the man hasn't anything smaller 
He looks at the bill a moment, then 
slzea up his cash, as if in doubt. Then 
suddenly he turns to his victim and 
say a: 


" 'Is this the smallest you've got P 
"The man tells him that it is. All 


of this has consumed but a fraction 
of a minute, you'd say, but in point 
of fact it has given the sharper a chance 
to fold the bill in such a way that 
none of the figures are visible, and 
there is nothing to indicate what its 
denomination is. The bill Is passed 
deftly from the right to the left hand, 
in the palm of which is concealed a 
one dollar bill folded In precisely the 
some manner. It is the work of only 
a second to substitute one for the other, 
the ticket seller apologizing all tbe 
while for his inability to make change, 
and the victim walks off unsuspecting- 
ly with one dollar where he had ten 
dollars, and the chances are that he 
doesn't discover his mistake until some 
momenta later. And then he fails to 
gat satisfaction, for, of course, the 
short-change artist denies the fraud 
emphatically- 


"The ordinary way of handing a man 


short change in silver is beautifully 
simple. Say, for instance, a man buys 
two 50-cent tickets and tenders a five- 
dollar bill. Three dollars and a half 
In small change is placed in his hand 
hurriedly and he walks off without 
counting it. Eventually he finds out 
that he's 50 cento 'shy,' but it is too 
late to make a kick. The short-change 
man knows who to 'flim-flam' and who 
to treat gifbarely. He sizes up his man 
it a glance and can come pretty near 
telling whether he'll count his money 
or not before leaving. That's where 
his knowledge of human nature comes 
Into play. 


"Ticket selling is a profitable employ- 


ment outeldp of any illegitimate gains. 
A man can always count on finding hie 
cash five to six dollars 'over' at the end 
af tbe day. The per cent, of people 
ivho get excited in the confusion oi 
the moment and leave their change on 
the counter is always great. This over- 
plus goes to tbe seller, and the econom- 
ically inclined showman doesn't have 
10 touch his salary during the month."

The court stated that the case was one 
against a foreign insurance company, 
in which the state, throngh the at- 
torney general, claimed a penalty of 
$5000. Tne question was whether a 
foreign corporation doing a fire iuhur- 
ance bnsiness in Arkansas subjected 
jtaelf to such a penalty by entering 
Into an agreement \vith other insur- 
ance companies for the fixing oi rates 
in foreign countries when such an 
agreement was "neither made in tho 
state nor intended in any i,vay to affect

TEXAS' OLD NAME. 


Indianapolis Journal: Probably the 


fact is not generally known that Texas 
was at one time and for many years 
called the "New Philippines." The 
first settlement in what is now Texas 
was made by French emigrants in 
1C85. During the next 25 years there 
was an intermittent struggle between 
the French and Spanish for supremacy, 
resulting in favor of the lattor, and 
in 1814 the name of the New Philip- 
pihes was given to the country.

"Incentives are both good and evil; 


this fact renders life critical Much 
is said of the temptations of life, of 


tho magical allurements of evil. 
All 


this is true. Tho spaoious halls of 
iniquity are only too inviting. They 
gloam with light, resound with music 
and ring with laughter. 
A shallow 


worldlinoss, a blind but eloquent un- 
belief, the soduotive charm of evil 
companionship, tho glamour of false 
success, the fevered haste to be rioh> 
ttte fatal witchery of uuchastity, tho 
cup—flashing and foaming with en- 
chantment but fllled with the adder's 
venom and the froth of death—appoal 
to men with awful power and snd 
effect. 
Incentives to evil abound, the 


hostile host is numerous and strong. 
But incentives to good also abound. 
The silent star depths, tho snblimo 
soo, the 
toweriiig 
mountain, 
tho 


majestic storm, the riob|luxurianoe of 
the field and forest, all the voices of 
nature appoal to higher sentiments. 
Tho evident superiority of uoblouess, 
the universal respect accorded to in- 
tegrity, the willing tribute paid oven 
by wrong doers to genuine goodness, 
the plain teaching of all history that 
the power above make for righteous- 
ness, tho expectations of friends, tho 
pressure of responsibility, tho pangs of

school with a deep purpose to become 
educated is so auimated by his worthy 
aim that ho rises above IUB fuiluru 
and surmounts every difficulty. 
Itev. 


Craft said that imothor incentive for 
power was the affection of Irionds. 
On this point tho speaker went into 
detail and referred to the different 
kinds of lovo. Another point brought 
out was that men, liko the planets, 
attract their follows. 
The course of 


every man is affected by mon who sur- 
round him. 
Every noble example 


touches aud cheers us, enlarges our 
vision and creates au infinite hope, 
and stimulus is found in personal con- 
tact with superior minds. The man 
of courage makes the most cowardly 
foel brave. 
Tho man of vast working 


power shames our small accomplish- 
ments and sends us to our task with 
now vigor. 


Tbe speaker said that the lives of 


the unworthy aud wicked have a Cer- 
tain power to inspire noble endeavor.

MUST CUT THE WEEDS. 


Rank Growth Atone Highway Muit 


be Destroyed by Commit slOBers. 
The season of the year is here when 


the highway commissioners of Deoa- 
tnr township will have to cut all the 
weeds growing along the highways. 
The commissioners of Decatur town- 
ship are generally careful about this 
matter bat in some of tho other town- 
ships the weeds have been allowed to 
grow aud have never been cut down. 
The seed ripen and scatter over tho 
neighboring fields and spread 
the 


weeds. 
Tho commissioners of each 


township are required by law to out 
the woods and can be fined if they do 
not tend to the matter. 
The statute 


read as follows : 


"The commissioners of highways 


iii their respective townships, and tho 
conuty commissioners in countries not 
under township organization, 
shall 


anuually at the proper season, to pre- 
vent tlio spread of same, destroy, or 
oause to be destroyed, all cockle burrs, 
Canadian thistle, Hussion thistle aud 
all other kinds of thistles, or other 
noxious weeds, growing brush or plants 
growing on tho highways within their 
jurisdiction.'' 


Another section provides that tho 


commissioners not complying with the 
law can be fined not loss than $10 for 
more than $25 for each season they 
neglect to carry out this duty and 
that the suit can be brought against 
tho commissioners in tho court of any 
justice of the peaoe. The expense of 
cutting these weeds shall be paid ont 
of tho road and bridge fund of the 
township. 


Tho law aUo applies to the city and 


it ia likely that some action will bo 
taken by the council at the nest meet- 
ing. 


In Interest of Good Road». 


W. H. Moore, president of the Good 


Roads association was in the city on 
Saturday aft&rnoou on route to St. 
Louis from Washington, D. O., where 
he has boen in the interests of tho 
asbociation. He said that several of 
the government good road experts will 
bo in Decatur later to talk an the sub- 
ject of good roads.
